Herron was lowered on the well’s 
bailer with a ‘safety rope around 
his waist. The rope was held by 
members of the surface crew “just 
in case I fell off the bailer,” he ex- 
plained. 


ACCOMPLISHED JOB 

In less than an hour he accomp- 
lished a job that might have taken 
weeks of “fishing” to locate the 
lost bit—a large piece of metal. 

He had one worry. He feared 
the treacherous gravel walls would 
cave in. 

“I figured the hole would hold 
but I was pretty scared just the 
same,” he said. 

“Il wouldn't have aske@ any 
one else to do it, so I did it my- 
self. It was a big job. 
charge and I wouldn't tend any 
one else down there.” 

He went down twice. On the 
first trip he located the bit. Back 
to the surface, he rested and then 
went down again, taking a logging 
chain which he fixed to the bit. In 
all, he was down the well about 30 
minutes. 


RECORD FOR DEPTH 


The well is drilled to a depth of 
about 200 feet and a cave-in at the 
120-foot level had caused the bit 
to break. 

Others have gone down into Tur- 
ner Valley wells but there is no 
record of any one having gone such 
a distance, veteran. oil operators 
said here. 

Herron has worked in the oil 
fields for years. He is the son of 
W. S. Herron, pioneer Alberta oil 
operator who was connected with 
the first syndicate to drill in the 
Turner Valley field.

TREES OR A DESERT 

U.S. forestry officials announce 
miles of tree shelter-belts will be planted in the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas, as part cf the effort to control winds and 
conserve moisture supply, and thus reclaim the 
central states from semi-desert conditions. 

The planting of these trees will be alone a 

gigantic task. To produce the trees and take 
care of them until ready te plant, and to patrol 
the shelter-belts until they are well grown, will 
ta’se the services of thousands of men and in- 
volve the spending of millions of dollars. And 
with the best of care a goodly per centage of the 
trees will be lost, and must be replaced. 
n this, and in its general reclamation policy, 
ed States is setting an example Canada 
ve to follow, though the work can hardly 
be carried through on such a costly scale. The 
great central ough” of the continent has to be 
re-made if it o continue to be a farming coun- 
try. Means and methods will vary, but that is 
what the project amounts to.

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TAGGERS TO BE TAGGED

The object of course is to protect the pu 
against fraud, either as to the cause for wt 
contributions are sought or as to the disposition 
of the money secured. To attain that object, it 
is to be supposed collectors will be required to 
carry badges showing plainly what cause they 
represent. The passerby will then be free to 
contribute or not contribute, according as the 
purpose of the collection meets with his approval 
or does not. 

If this is bad news in 


any quarter it will, for 
the same reason and in the same degree, be good 
news for the free-handed and very gullible 
public. No person or organization with purposes 
which will bear scrutiny can object to this 
reasonable messure of supervisior If some 
collectors are seen on the streets no more, that 
will be proof the regulation was needed. 


THE WAR GOES ON 

Viscount Cecil says 123,000,000 people are 
now boycotting Japanese goods. Quite evidently 
he is excluding Chinese living in sections of their 
country not dominated by the invaders, who of 
themselves number far more than the figure 
given, and who may be supposed to be having 
as little commerce with Japan as possible 

This estimate can be only an estimate, and 
is very liable to be over or under the mark. 
Japanese merchant ships are still plying to the 
Pacific ports of Canada and the United States. 
There is no certainty that their sailings are 
fewer than usual. And it can be assumed they 
are not shuttling back and forth across the broad 
Pacifie without paying cargoes. 

But there can be little doubt Japanese trade 
has suffered severely from the refusa] of many 
millions in the western world to buy its goods 
That its wir chest is running low in consequence 
there is no evidence. Fresh taxation to meet the 
cost ef the war is announced at Tokyo, but only 


to the tune of $60,000,000, and the boost would 
likely have been made if there had been no boy- 
cott. A war always outruns the proceeds ex- 
pected from early tax measures, and makes more 
levies necessary. 

There is nothing in the situation to lend hope 
that the war of conquest will be starved, by loss 
of foreign trade or the crippling of production by 
diversion of Japanese labor into war work. It is 
regrettable, but seems to be true, ihat the with- 
Holding of foreign money cannot stop a war. 
That did not paralyse Germany though the sup- 
plies were shut off for four years. And Japan 
is not threatened with financial isolation in any 
comparable way. 


THE RURAL SCHOOLS 

The present Provincial Government is not 
having any happier time than the last one in 
trying to merge rural schoo! districts into large 
administrative divisions. Protests are being 
raised, petitions sent in asking for delay, even 
court action taken to prevent the amalgamations 
being made operative. 

The ground of opposition now appears to be 
the same as formerly. The trustees of schools 
feel they are being pushed aside, their respons- 
ibility taken out of their hands, the long- 
standing identity of their schools and school 
districts destroyed. The taxpayers undoubtedly 
share their views in large proportion. 

Whatever else may be said, this opposition to 
so sweeping and arbitrary a change can be under- 
stood. The self-governing school district is the 
only school system the present generation of 
Albertans has known. The local school has been 
a community centre. It was built by the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood and has been sup- 
ported by their taxes. And they were not asked 
to say that it should be linked with other schools 
in a larger district, its local significance lost, and 
its direction given over to others. 

The latter circumstance perhaps chiefly ex- 
plains the wide opposition that has developed. 
It may be that the new ‘arrangement would mean 
better education for country children. But a 
large number of rural school boards and a con- 
siderable proportion of their taxpayers are not 
convinced on the point. Since they are not con- 
vinced, it is not to their discredit that they are 
skeptical, or openly hostile, to the change. Had 
they been shown that the consolidation would 
give their children better schools, their consent 
to the change could have been asked with assur- 
ance that it would be given.

AN OUTSIDE VIEW 


Considering that Albe:ta, for some years, has 
been at wariance with the federai authorities at 
Ottawa over matters of financial relationships 
between the province and the Dominion, and as 
the Rowell Commission was set up to investigate, 
among other things, that very matter of fin- 
ancial relationships, it will be rather difficult for 
other provinces to understand the Alberta 
attitude. 

But, regardless of its being at cross purposes 
with the Dominion administration on matters of 
jurisdiction, Alberta has not been backward in 
seeking and accepting financial assistance from 
the federal treasury. Today that province owes 
the Dominion in excess of $25,000,000 made up 
as follows: 

Loans to meet maturing obligations 


and interest $ 8,577,000 
Loans for farm relief including pur- 

chases of seed grain 3,152,748 
Loans for provincial purposes, in- 

cluding direct relief and public 

works 14,030,000 


$25,759,748 

It will be recalled that three times within the 
last two years the Province of Alberta defaulted 
on its bonds after three unsuccessful appeals to 
Ottawa to guarantee a reissue. The fedral gov- 
ernment took this stand because Alberta had 
refused to agree to a proposed federal loan coun- 
cil governing Dominion-provincial financial 
relations. 

When the Rowell Commission was appointed 
it was hoped that it would provide a means to 
settle differences between Ottawa and the prov- 
inces on the very type of matters in which 
Alb: -ta and the Dominion have been in conflict. 
For wis reason the refusal of Alberta to submit 
a case is to be regretted, because it will mean 
that a full estimate of situations covering all nine 
provinces will not be available. 

In view of the fact that Alberta is deeply in 
debt to the federal treasury, its stand regarding 
the Rowell Commission will be widely 
terpreted as dog-in-the-manger attitude, which 
will result in almost country-wide condemnation.

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WESTERN INDUSTRIAL POSSIBILITIES 
«(Following is an extract from an address 


delivered by Dr. D. J. Brass to the Rotary Club 
of Yorkton, Saskatchewan.) 


“You will, I think, agree that primary produc- 
tion in Canada will not provide a future for any 
very large number of those Canadians now 
growing up who are likely to be looking for 
something to do. If that is so, then we must turn 
our eyes elsewhere in search for those oppor- 
tunities necessary for the development of this 
Canada of ours. 

“Let us now turn to our industrial or energy 
resources. Largely, coal and hydro electric 
power. I will deal with hydro electric energy 
first because the Canadian people are more 
familiar with it. The reason is largely because 
our industrial development so far in Canada has 
largely been based on hydro. In Ontario, where 
our present industrialization has, so far, taken 
place, and where there is no coal other than that 
imported hydro is a cheaper form of power. 
The power may be transported over a consider- 
able distance economically and, as a result, in the 
central provinces a considerable development 
has taken place—and those central provinces 
have very extensive hydro electric resources yet 
to be developed. But even if their total available 
hydro resources were developed there would 
still be a tremendous restriction upon industrial 
development in that area, for, valuable as hydro 
is, it does not displace coal in the smelting, re- 
fining and fabricating industries. Coal is in- 
dispensible there. As evidence of this, in normal 
times even Ontario imports from the United 
States annually from 75 to 90 million dollars’ 
worth of coal. Therefore if our industrial devel- 
opment is to be confined to hydro and imported 
coal, it must remain limited to a degree. Coal 
may displace hydro or perform the same func- 
tion through power production but hydro can 
not displace coal economically in certain forms 
of industrial production. 

“What, then, and where are our coal re- 
sources? In the maritimes largely in Nova 
Scotia, there are commercial quantities of coal 
Coming west the next great body of industrial 
coal is in Alberta. In that province there exists 
practically 17 per cent. of the world’s coal wealth, 
three and one-half times that of Europe, includ- 
ing Great Britain, 1 


It is not by any means all 
smelting coal but there are immense bodies of 
bituminous, antharcite and lignite. In the next 
province west, British Columbia, there is again 
bituminous and lignite coal. As to the compara- 
tive quantities of coal in the provinces of Nova 
Scotia and British Columbia I am not informed, 
but I will say this, and the figures may be a little 
startling, that the energy resources, including 
hydro, of the four western provinces are over 20 
per cent. of the world’s total, and most of that 
energy is confined to Alberta and British 
Columbia. You be surprised to learn that 
practically 50 per cent. of the world’s energy 
resources are in the United States and 25 per cent. 
in Canada. 

“From the figures I have given you concern- 
ing the energy resources of western Canada it 
is apparent that industrial development should 
play an important part in our activities, You may 
rightfully ask why our immense coal resources 
have not already played a part in our ind 
development. We use it for | 
domestic use and in 
metals and we have

exported it to

» United 
States for smelting purposes, but we have not 


used it for industrial purposes. It seems very 
strange, does it not? 

“Our coal in western Canada, as far as in- 
dustry is concerned, is our sacred cow, but you 
may ask how can its industria] deyelopment be 
prevented. Merriman, one of the noted railroad 
magnates in the United States of a generation 
ago, I understand, made this assertion: ‘Give me 
contro] of railroad rates and I will tell you 
where industries will locate.” And -if you will 
study for a few minutes the freight rate question 
you will realize how easily that can be ac- 
complished. 

“In 1879 Canada's national policy, or tariff 
policy, wes put into effect by the Conservative 
party. That policy ended any extended industrial 
development in the Maritime provinces. The 
central provinces, having the greater population, 
controlled national policy, or the tariffs, if you 


. will The Liberals, when they came to office, 


practically continued that policy. 
“In 1903, when the west began to settle, Can- 
ada adopted its present internal national policy 


'Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

In the pork family belong all those foods | 
prepared from the flesh of swine, including the | 
ever-popular ham and bacon, roast pork, pork 
steak, etc. With many people pork is a favorite 
food; however the rise in price has forced many | 
of them to use less pork than formerly. 

I consider pork a wholesome protein. How- 
ever, it is somewhat difficult to digest and those 
who are suffering from digestive disorders would 
do well to avoid its use at least temporarily until 
such time as their digestive systems have im- 
proved sufficiently to take care of it. 


In spite of the fact that large quantities of 
pork are consumed annually, some people feel 
guilty in using it because of the false impression 
that “pork is not good for you.” This mistaken 
impression is supported by the experience of | 
those whose digestive strength has not been | 
equtal to the task of digesting and assimilating | 
such fatty meat. 

| 


There is little reason why the average person 
in good health should not use pork, if he enjoys | 
the flavor and if it is digested readily. The only | 
possible objection to the use of pork comes from | 
the fact that even so-called lean pork is so much | 
fatter than other meats. There is an excess of | 
fat in pork which causes the particles of protein 
to be coated with fat, and the digestive juices 
have a hard time attacking these protein par- 
ticles. For this reason, the one who has diffi- 
culty in handling fatty foods may find it advis- 
able to stay away from pork, but the person with 
a good digestion will find pork to be wholesome. 
Moreover, it provides a welcome change from 
beef, fish, chicken or other proteins. 

Part of the popularity of pork comes from its 
very fatness, as it is the fat which makes it a fuel 
food which appeals to those in cold climates or to 
those doing heavy work. 


It is undoubtedly true that many people | 
would be lost for breakfast without ham or bacon. 
When you desire to use a slice of ham, I suggest 
that it be cooked until it is a rich, golden brown. 
Thorough cooking of all forms of pork is ad- 
visable in order to protect oneself from trichin- 
osis. Nearly all cases of this disease may be | 
traced ‘to the eating of partially raw pork. If 
thorough cooking is insisted upon, there is no 
danger. j 

A properly cooked baked ham has a delicious 
flavor which is relished by many who have 
learned to be fond of this salted and smoked 
form of pork. Others who like the ham never- 
theless choose roast pork as their favorite. | 

The usual custom is to serve applesauce with | 
roast pork. This combination is wholesome pro- 
vided no starches are used at the same meal. It 
is my belief that pork, like other proteins such 
as meat, should not be combined with starchy 
foods. When you are using a meat meal, re- 
member the rule of saving the starches for some 
other menu. This rule holds good with pork as 
with other meats. With roast pork at the dinner 
meal, or with baked har, serve plenty of cooked 
and raw non-starchy vegetables, if you wish to 
obtain the greatest good from the meat. It is all 
right to add a dessert of applesauce or gelatin, 
if you desire to do so. 

In using crisp bacon or ham for breakfast, add 
eggs, Melba toast, and stewed fruit. If you will 
watch your combinations you may make the 
pleasing discovery that you are able to digest 
pork without any trouble, even though you may 
have believed it caused trouble in your case. Try 
using it without starches, or with only toasted 
starches (which combine well with any food) 
and see how well you digest this wholesome pro- 
tein having such an appealing flavor.

QUESTION—Mrs. K. B. asks: “My husband 
is losing the use of the muscles of the arms and 
hands. The muscles are growing weaker and 
smaller, although slowly.” 

ANSWER: There are several disorders which 
could cause these symptoms. Have your hus- 
band go to a doctor and be examined to find 
out the cause in his case. 

QUESTION—Mrs. B. N. inquires: “When I | 
eat any fruit I notice that this increases the elim- | 
ination of liquid waste from the kidneys. What 
is the explanation?” 

ANSWER: An increase in the liquid elimina- 
tion from the kidneys is to be expected after 
using fresh fruit since these fruits contain a large 
amount of water and the excess fluid is therefore 
gotten rid of. Some of the fresh fruits have a 
mild diuretic action due to substances they con- | 
tain and therefore stimulate liquid elimination. 
The action you describe is normal and in many 
cases where it seems desirable to increase the 
liquid elimination, the use of a fruit meal at 
noontime will be of benefit. The water con- | 
tained in fresh fruits comes to us in a pure form 
and the patient does not notice how much water 
he is taking because it is so agreeably flavored.

To clarify that statement it might be 
well to put it this way: All commodities from 
that zone are given rates as from Toronto. From 

to points in the west commodity rates 
are low. On the other hand, from one point in 
the west to another point in the west rates are 
high. This disparity in rates is thus carried to the 
point, where an industry situated at any point in 
the west cannot distribute commodities in the 
west in competition with industries in the zoned 
area in the central provinces

Sheep,” all of which were adapt- 
ed from a set of Italian duets he 
had written in July of 1741. 

The performance of Tuesday was 
highly creditable. The soloists were 
first class. Mme. Sherry, who has 
a wide following here, was in ex- 
cellent voice. She sang clearly, ex- 
pertly and with a consummate ar- 
tistry that testified to her funda-
